It was across this low and narrow tsth- 
mus, that the royal frigates poured 2! 
stream of fire, tiat never ceased, while 
around it hovered the numerous parties 
of the ¢ ndiscipline!

ln this manner Gage had, ia + great 
degree, surrounded the devoted penin- 
sula with his power; and the bold men 
who had so daringly planted themselves 
under the muzz!cs of his cannon, were 
left, as already stated, unsupported, with- 
out nourshment, and with weapons from 
tueit OW gun hooks, singly to maintain 
the honor oftheirnation.

On the other band, Howe hed led mare 
than an equal number of the closen 
troops of lis Prince; and as boats con 
tinucd to ply between the two peninsulas 
throuzhout the aflermoon, the relative 
disparity continued undiminished to the 
end of the strugeic. It was at this point 
in our narrauve that, deeming bimsei 
sufficiently strong to force the defences of 
bis despised foes, the arrangements pre 
paraiory to such an undertaking were 
made in full view of the excited specta- 
ters.

The troops formed with beautiful ac- 
curacy, and the columns moved steadily 
along the shore, and took their assigaed 
stations under cover of the orow of tie 
cnunence.—Vheir force was in some 
measure civided; one moiciy altempting 
the tolisome ascent of the bul, and the other 
moving along the beach, or in ihe orchards 
of the more level ground tow.rds the hus- 
bandmen on the meadows. The latter 
soon disappeared behind some tiuit wees 
and brick kilns just mentioned. The 
advance of the royal columns up the as- 
cemt was slow anid measur d, giving time 
to their field guns to add their efforts tw 
the uproar of the canuonade, which broke 
out with new fury as the battalions pre- 
pared to march, When cach column 
arrived at the allotied point, it spread the 
gallant array of its glittering warriors un- 
der a bright sun. 

‘It is a glorious spectacle,’ mremured 
the graceful chieltams by the side of Licn- 
cl, keenly alive to all the poetry of his al- 
luring profess.on; how exceeding soldier 
Like) aad with what accuracy bis first arm 
ascends the hill towards his enemy!’
